Seamen, Longshoremen Prepare Strike , 


BALTIMORE, Md,, Sept. 2.—Seventy-five delegates representing 
5,682 seamen and longshoremen today concluded a two-day unity 
conference and went back to their locals to prepare for united strike 
action in support of their demands. Thirty delegates were from the 
militant Marine Workers’ Industrial Union. The conference author- 
ized the following demands: Tor able seamen, $75 per morth; for 
oil-burning firemen, $75 per month; for coal-burning firemen, $90 per 
month; for a centralized shipping bureau controlled by the rank and 
file seamen in each port. tor the longshoremen, demands of a 30- 
hour week, $1 per hour and $1.50 for overtime; and for a union-con- 
trolled hiring hall. Radio operators’ delegates agreed on a demand 
of $160 to $165 per month. Despite the fact that the International 
Seamen's Union threatened to expel any member who attended, the 
rank and file of the Baltimore I. S. U. elected a delegate who was 
present. Kadiograms trom ships crews all over the world indicated 


the mass support for this conterence among seamen.
